Disasters on the Alabama River.— The follow i 
paragraphs we copy from our Mobile exchanges of 
last Tue»dayt 

Steamer Enterprise Sunk. — From the passengers 
on the steamer Advance, in from Drake's Landin^ 
yesterday, with 536 bales of cotton and a numherot" 
passengers, we learn the steamer Enterprise snagged 
and sunk on Turkey Shoals on Saturday, with about 
300 bales cotton. The cotton, doubtless, will be 
saved; the Enterprise, it is thought, will be a total 
loss. 

A nother Accident. — The larboard guaid of steamer 
Eclipse gave way at about 11 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, when she was about one mile below Choctaw 
Blutf, on her way down, and 34 bales of cotton and 
five negroes, the property of a negro trader on board, 
went into the river. Two of the negroes were drown- 
ed—the others were saved. 



How the President of XHX Hank ok Penn- 
sylvania kkpt its Accounts— The New Yotk 
Triliune has an interesting letter from ■ Philadel- 
phia correspondent, showing the way in i. liidi Thos. 
Aliibone, the President of the Bank of Pennsylvania, 
managed to hide his rascality and the banks insol- 
vency from the Directors. He says : 

Immediately after his departure the Directors 
succeeded in :t«certaining the cause of the ruin. 
They were thunderstruck at the deliberate, sys- 
tematic, skillful and long-continued falsification of 
the books and accounts. Any Board of Directors in 
the world would have been deceived by the skillful 
figuring of this man, even in the absence of that en- 
tire confidence which they placed in his integrity. A 
private loan book, kept in the private desk of the 
Presi lent, and now first brought to the knowledge 
of the B >ard, reveal< astounding fjcts. Men who 
never borrowed a dollar are here charged as being 
large debtors to the bank. Others who had borrow- 
ed, on being sent for and payment demanded, pro- 
duce evidence that they have refunded the loans. 
Envelops, indorsed as containing valuable securi- 
ties, on l>eing opened are found to have had the secu- 
rities abstracted, and mere menn-randa, technically 
known as "ghosts," occupying their places. Large 
transactions made without the knowledge of the 
Boaid, are detected with the brokers, and it is con- 
fidently lielieved that from these quarters many as- 
sets may be recovered for the bank. Other trans- 
actions, not proper for publication now, have been 
laid bare, and the Directors having made oath that 
the President has absconded from the country with 
design to defraud his creditors, have attached his 
large property for the benefit of the bank. At this 
moment a commission of three experts, appointed 
by the Governor under the late Relief Law, aTe en- 
gaged in ascertaining the true condition of the assets. 
Vague hopes are entertained that enough may be 
recoverad from the wreck to enable the bank to go 
on and preserve its valuable charter, which has just 
been extended twenty years. Already the stock is 
on tha list of fancies, and having gone down from 
$112 to $C. now vibrates up to $10.

Washington, Nov. 19. 

I learn front authentic sources that the free State 
"party" in Kansas are organizing a resistance, by 
force, to the provisional government, or any govern- 
ment which may be instituted under ths constitution 
framed by the constitutional couveittioti. and that 
they wiii uo t lecogni/.e that MMaitSaWi j u m way. 
They will not probably vote upon the question sub- 
mitted — to-wit, constitution with and constitution 
without slavery. The constitution will never; heless 
be submitted to Congress, and then will commence 
the most ser^as agitation in that body and in the 
country, on this subject, tltat we have "ever vet ex- 
perienced. On both sides an appeal to force in Kan- 
sas will perhaps be made. 

The Administration may take one side or the 
other, if there be any side to the controversy which 
can be recognized as the rir^ht side. The crisis is 
almost upon ut», and how it will be evaded is the 
question. 

Mr. Stanton's resignation at this time t-x>k the 
President by surprise, though it was understood that 
he was soon to assume the duties of the office of Su- 
perintendent of Indian AtJ'.iirs. 

I learn that it is determined that Col. Johnson's 
command for Utah shall go into winter quarters near 
Green river, and there await reinforcements, which 
will lie sent out in the spring. The Government 
will depend chiefly on volunteer troops for that ser- 
vice, and upon "a pile" of money which must be 
obtained by a resort to a new loan. Four hundred 
millions will fall far short of the expense of i his war. 
It will cost nearly as much as the estimated expen- 
diture upon the military expenses of the East India 
government in the suppression of the mutiny there. 
Still, this Government would be accounted a failure 
unless the Mormon insurrection be suppressed.

Ktcxr.iHKH for Glanders in Horses. — A cor- 
respondent of the Co'ton Planter a3ks for a remedy 
for Glanders, and receives the following from the 
Ohio Cultivator : 

I am aware that even in eaggMtng a remedy fur 
this loathsome and dangerous malady, which from 
the days of Hippocrates, of Cos, twentv-three hun- 
dred years ago, to the present time, has" bid defiance 
to the skill of the Veterinarian, I subject mvself to 
the meers of the learned. SrUI, I am willing to e:> 
couiUer even this, if I m-iy lie ine iustruuuut of al- 
leviating the suffering of the horse. 

Take of the Iodide of Potassium one drachm, and 
of Sulphate of Copper (Ulue Stone) two draehois 
levigate cr pulverize them, and adu them together, 
and they form the Diniodide of Copper (mix these 
ingredi.mts only as you want to use them). Then 
with a little flour make into one or two balls or pills, 
nine your horse's head a' you •■'oaM to drench him. 
and with your left hand draw his tongue gentlv out, 
put the ball into a large spoon, and with your" right 
hand pass it as far down his throat as practicable, 
let his tongue go, and he is compelled to swallow it. 
This should be given night and morning, till the 
svmptotns of Glanders disappear. I have tested 
this remedy sufficiently to be satisfied that, il ad- 
ministered in the early stage of the disease, it will 
cure within ten or fifteen days. Were I t;oing to 
treat a case of Glanders, 1 would teed mv h 
mashes (that is, boiling hot water poured over o its 
and bran, or cut fodder or hay and meal, and cov- 
ered till cool), for at least I Wt i iv*. Then I would 
give rix drachms of aloes, given in a bait, and 
when it had ceased operating, I would commence 
with one and a half drachm* of Diniodide of Cop- 
p-;r, which would be a haft drachm of Iodide of P> 
tassium and a drachm of Blue Stone, night and nor 
ning, increasing a quarter of a drachm each day, till 
I got up to three drachms, feeding principally 'upon 
green food, if to be Jjad, and if not, upon inches, 
giving but little if any corn. 

Another correspondent gives the following as the 
best remedy, and this is the medicine we have been 
in the habit of using: 

Being an old doctor, "whose sands have almost 
run out," we have investigated the disease of Glan- 
ders in horses and men. And after much experi- 
ence, we have long since settled down ou the grand 
Panacea. It is powder and one blue pill. Take one 
tablespoonfull of Dupont's best rifle power, and put 
it into the mouth of a good musket, and ram down 
the paper on the top of it, then take one blue pill of 
lead of an ounce or less in weight, and rani koine 
on top of that, and then go to the patient, in thf sta- 
ble, and go through the military manual offering; 
but be sure to kill the hort-e. and burn him and the 
stable, bridles, and every thing that has come in con- 
tact with him. Though if the stable is a very val- 
uable one, and has not been much contaminated, it 
maybe saved, by thorough cleansing, scraping, and 
washing with chloride of lir.te, and then fumigated 
with chlorine gas. 

Gapes in Yorau Tlrkies. — A correspondent of 
the Country Gentleman, writing from Racine, Wis- 
consin, says: 

In No. 235 of your paper, dated July 2, some one 
inquires for a cure for gapes iu turkeys. The fol- 
lowing I have found an ell'ectual remeds: Give a 
few drops of sweet or lamp oil, and follow with a 
strong solution of alum. IIepe.it the dose if neces- 
sary. 

Food for Fowls. — Fowls are, of all birds, the most 
easy to feed. Every alimentary sub-tance agrees 
with them, even when buried in manure; nothing is 
lost to them; they are seen the w hole day long inces- 
santly busied in scratching, picking up a living. 

In well-fed fowls the difference will be seen, not 
only in the size and flesh of the fowl>, but in the 
weight and goodness of the cgg»; two of which go 
farther in domestic uses than three from hens poor- 
ly fed or half starved. 

It is customary to throw to the fowls in a poultry- 
yard, once or twice a d»v, a quantity of grain, gen- 
erally corn, and somewhat less than that which 
they would consume if they had un abundance. 
Fowls, however, are more easily satisfied than might 
be supposed front the greedy voracity which thev 
exhibit when they are fed from the" hand. It fs 
well known that, as a general rule, large animals 
consume more than small ones. There is as much 
difference in the quantity of food consumed by indi- 
vidual f )wl8 as there is in animals. 

It has been found by careful experiments that the 
sorts of food most easily digested by fowls are those 
of which they eat the greatest quantity. They evi- 
dently become soonest tired of and are least partial 
to rye. 

It has also been found that there is considerable 
ecenoray in feeding wheat, corn, and barley, well 
boiled, as the grain is thus increased in bulk at least 
one-fourth, and the same bulk seems to satisfy them; 
but there is no saving by boiling oats, buckwheat, or 
rye. — .immjan Powttrer's Comjian'on.

Good Plan of SiioKixt; Horses. — II. Hallen, 
V. S. of the Inniskillen dragoons, having for up- 
wards of twenty years taken great interest in the 
subject of shoeing horses, offers the following re- 
marks, which appear in the Veterinarian: 

To prepare the fore foot for a shoe, a level ground 
surface is made by a drawing knife and rasp, ta- 
king off the usual qumtitv of horn which would be 
worn away at the ground surface of the crust. At 
the toe there is a concavity made for the reception 
of the foot surface of the shoe at this part, caused 
by the turning up of the shoe. The heels are not 
w'hat is generally termed opened by the drawing 
knife, neither is there a part hie of the outside crust, 
sole, or frog removed. 

The form of the Shoe — This is made flat on the 
fojt surface, and concave on the ground surface 
throughout, excepting at the toe, which part is 
turned up so as to have the form (inferiorly) of a 
shoe worn some time. No clip at the toe or any part 
of the shoe. 'J he nail holes are countersunk; live 
are used, three on the outside and two on the in- 
side, placed so as to retain the shoe aecurelv on 
the foot, and, at the same time, to interfere as Dttle 
as possible with the elasticity of the horn. 

Fitting the Shoe to the Foot.— Care is requisite to 
have an equal bearing throughout on the ground 
surface of the crust, and the shoe not to project in 
the slightest degree (outward) in any part; the 
heels of the shoe to finninate evenly with the foot.

[unoroaari n Railroad Tracks axd Car 
WHKBLA — Mr. Baxter Wat.-on, of this city, has 
left at the Mercury office the model cf au invention, 
for which a caveat has been some time tiled in the 
Patent Ofiice, the purpose cf which is, the turning 
of curves without friction. 

It is well understood that, in turning a curve on a 
railroad, the inner track, or line of rails, being 
shorter than the_onter, yet required to be traversed 
in the s.iiii" time, no little friction t?kcs pluce be 
tween the wheels and the rails, causing great wear 
and tear to both road and cars, besides increasing 
the danger of accidents. Mr. WaUoa proposes to 
remedy this difficulty by laying the inner higher 
than the outer rail, and of a wider gauge than on 
the straight part of the track; the car wheels, at the 
same time, being constructed of a conical form, or 
rather with a double track. 

As the car reaches the commencement of the 
curve the smaller tread of the inner wheel takes the 
elevated rail, w hich is laid on a broader gauge than 
the straight track by about the width of the rail.

Kentucky.— Supposing 
that little is kuowu amo/i*; the generality of your 
reader* «s to the extent of the muie Imsiueas in this 
Sute. I concluded it would not I* uninteresting to 
them to learn concerning it, and something of the 
character of the beast itself, as 1 take it for granted 
they have not had an opportunity of ..• iroi&g all hi" 
jihrenou> ( *ica] developments nr temperament. 

The mule trad- is one of tli.»-iarge.st of Kentucky, 
and affords one of her chief soure. s of revenue. 
The increasing demand for them iu the South, union,; 
the sugar and cotton pi inters (which n ow i:ig, uo 
duvht, to the great numlier of farms, annually t eing 
opened in that section ), ;;fi"o:ds a very ea'y solution 
for the eagerness and extent to w hie 1 , stock growers 
launch in'o the trade, fur it is a very heavy Lui- iaesg, 
requiring a great deal of cipit il. Th • iaul<- is fed 
from wearing time (which u generally at the age 
of five or six months), to the full extent of i:s cipac- 
it%- to eat, and that too on oats aad corn, together 
with hay and fodder. In lieu of the long fxxl, soil- 
ing i< usually adopted in the summer, as they are 
kept ou fined in a pound or paddoc. containing an 
.it e or two of ground, which is usually partially 
shaded, in herds of one hundred or one hundred and 
ofty. In this way they are kept until the fall after 
they are two years old, receiving a sort of forcing, 
hot-house treatment. At this age they are taken to 
£e southern market, not always by the feeders, but 
more generally by the speculator or "trader;" there 
they are sold to the planters entirely unbroken. 
The planters are too cautious to buy a broke mule, 
lest it should prove to he an antiquated, broken 
i'uwi beast, fattened up. and told for a young one — 
as it is more difficult to judge of their ages than 
that of a horse. The external marks of time and 
service are not generally so apparent upon them 
Uut it is a small job to 'break a mule. It is onl 
necessary to have a steady horse to work 
and a second hmi to drive them an hour or two to 
keep him up. after which he is c msidered ready for 
any service that the fanner m.i. r- /me of him. 
He m; y kick once or twice, but is unlike the spirit- 
ed taor.-i, who when he commences is apt to kick 
himself out of the bar ess before be stop-. 

There was in thU county, iu the year lSZo, 2000 
ujul';s: in '50 there were 2888; the number in this 
county at present I have no means of ascertaining, 
bat suppose it is at least as great, perhaps greater 
than iu any previous year. The probabilities are 
that all of these, or as many, were fed in this county 
eachjie ir. The counties of IJourbon, Fayette, Clark, 
and Jessamine are engaged quite as extensively iu 
the trade as this. 

besides the great number of mules fed annually 
in these counties, we supply New Orleans, New 
York and other cities with an immense amount ot 
beef, mutton, and bacon. These facts being consid- 
ered, you may readily imagine thit we must, of 
necessity, be a grain-growing people. Such is the 
fact. Yet so extensive is the mule business, and so 
great are the profits upon feeding, that those engag- 
ed in tho trade can a fiord to give 40 eta. per bushel 
for corn, at least they say so. and cannot get it for 
less. 

In this portion of Kentucky, a lot of mules is al- 
most considered a legal tender: no man is afraid to 
lmy mules at a little leas than he thinks they are 
worth if he has anvihiug let fond them on, for he 
knot** that some buver will come along in few days 
pay him a small profit on the fir.-t co>t and the 
they have eaten. It is not unusual for a tar- 
to l>orrow money out of the hanks on four or 
six months' time, to pav for a lot of molts to eat 
up his surplus of provender, knowing that it is

Jtil forced by the scarcity and high price of 
the Kentuckians would not use mules. But 
> the last few years they have become common 
farm, pulling the plough and wagon, and oc- 
CJMflEally a clever pair is seen in the carriage: some 
of them are pretty glib goers for an hour or two, 
when ih £rg*L laz 7 ^ th *- v wU1 then ,ak e the lash 

Persons who have tried them on their farms are 
better pleased with them they say, than they thought 
they would l»e. They never get sick, rarely ever 
get lame, will do as much work as a horse which 
will cost twice as much money, aud at the same 
time subsist on less and more inferior food, for a 
mule will work very well on wheat straw and corn 
shucks, w hereas the horse must have grain as well 
as a good allowance of long food. They are better 
for ou* servants to handle, as they can stand neglect 
and violent treatment better than the horse, and a 
blemish, such as the loss of an eye, does not impair 
his value as much as that of the horse. 

As to their temperament and peculiarities it is 
useless to sav much; the world knows pretty much 
what it is. He is not so apt to run as the horse, but 
more apt to kick, viz: until broken. He is fond of 
company, is decidedly gregarious, and his attach- 
ments are quite as strong when once formed as those 
of the horse. It is almost impossible to confine one 
away from an associate. lie will climb over the 
fence if practicable like a dog, or if more practica- 
ble creep through a crack, or worm him -elf under 
like a pig. An acquaintance of mine told me that 
he was in the habit of working a pair together, but 
on one occasion, wishing to use but one, he confined 
the other in a close stable, where as he thought he 
would be compelled to remain.

The foreign news which was received early yes- 
terday morning will have a tendency to depress the 
market. 

At St. Louis, on Friday, several hundred head 
were received on r revie us contract. The price paid 
for heavy hogs was $6 50, beyond which buyers were 
not disposed so 

The 
lowintr: 

O'Neill Bavlv & Co. commence! the hog slaught- 
ering and packing season at the Crooked creek house 
on Fridav. 

Operations commenced this morning, at the Mam- 
moth Cave. 

We have heard of no sales; the hogs now in the 
pens are lots contracted for or upon which advances 
have been made. Packers here do not consider the 
few forced sales at Cincinnati, to fill contracts, a fair 
indication of the market. 

At Keokuk a pork-packing association has been 
o'tpuized. the object of which i«, in the absence of 
currency, to purchase pork on the credit and paper 
of the company. About $200,000 has I>een sub- 
scribed, and more Is expected. There is no money 
to buy with, and prices are unsettled. One firm was 
offering $3 50 per hundred. 

At Nashville dealers were offering $4 to $5 net — 
nther a wide ranje. 

The Chattanooga (Tenn.) Advertiser, of the 10th, 
savs : 

From a tecent trip into the hog raising countries 
we learn that there are far more hogs in the country 
than was supposed a few months since — and that 
'.hey will be heavily fatted as all will admitt when 
seeing the immense crops of corn in every portion of 
the State. In the early part of the season hogs 
were sold as high as oo>b} .< cts., gro-s, w hereas now 
those prices would not be given now for hogs net. 
We learn that Messrs. Chandler & McCany have 
made purchases at 4}± net, aud can buy any number 
at that price. 

On the other hand, a Columbus (Geo.) paper say?: 

Mmi Soiree. — Would it not lie well for Tonne - 
seeans who are supply ing the country north and east 
of us, to bring a portion of their hogs to Columbu-? 
Pork is slaughtering and selling here at ten cents 
■ ' . It does seem to us that it ought to be fold in 
Columbus at 8 cents net and pay a good profit. 

At Atlanta, Georgia, three pork houses have been 
set in operation. They are carried on by J. J. 
Turashsr, N. L. Angier, and Holland & Davis. 

Raspbkriues axi» Bi-ackkeukiks — At a late 
meeting, held in Rochester, of the Fruit Growers' 
Association of Western New York, Mr. Downing 
said the variety known as the Hudson River Ant- 
werp was the only sort cultivated largely for the 
New Yotk market. The product was 'rom $300 to 
$500 per acre. Sold at wholesale at 10 cents a bas- 
ket, and three baskets made a quart. 

Mr. H. K. Hooker, at 10 cents a quart, found the 
yield here to be about $140 per acre. Had taken 
correct account of one bed containing 16 rods — one- 
tenth on an acre, and containing 135 hills, four feet 
apart each way. The product was 200 quarts, which, 
at V2 l '.1 cents per quart, would be $25. Charging 
the co^t of picking aud marketing, manure and cul- 
tivation, and cost of plants, use of land. &c, at fair 
prices, there was left a clear profit of $14 08 on this 
small piece of land. 

Mr. Hoag sold over one hundred quarts this sea- 
son at 1£ cents. Brinckle's Orange is not only the 
liest fruit but bears altogether the liest crop. Mr. 
II. did not think it firm enough to bear carriage a 
jrreat distance. The plant is hardv, though he 
found that w hen covered in winter a better crop is 
produced, and finer. The Hudson River Antwerp 
killed back unless covered. 

Mr. Ellwanger, from many favorable reports re- 
ceived from the West, was led to believe that 
Brinckle's Orange was better adapted to that local- 
ity than any oLher variety. Mr. Barry had no doubt 
but raspberries could be raised for six cents a quart, 
but are so tender that they will not bear carriage, and 
therefore cm be only raised largely in the vicinity 
of cities. Mr. Hoag and Mr. Langworthy recom- 
mended cutting the lierries with scissors, as they 
will keep and l-ear carriage much better when gath- 
ered in this way. 

Nathaniel Draper, of Rochester, had grown the 
Red and Yellow Antwerp on the same soil for tweu- 
ty-!ive years. Used no manure during the time, but 
kept the weeds down and the canes tied to stakes. 
Never lost a crop, but plants taken from his beds 
and planted in highly manured soils have proved 
barren. Mr. Hooker and Mr. Hoag had noticed that 
hu?h manuring was unfavorable to the production of 
fruit. 

Mr. II. E. Hooker suggested that as there was 
now much interest felt in regard to the blackberry, 
it would be well for members to give their views iu 
regard to its value, mode of cultivation, &c. 

Mr. C. P. Bisfell had an acre in cultivation. The 
young plants should have good roots. The first 
season, the branches spread on the g ound; the 
second and third years, throw up strong shoots. 
Should be planted iu rows some eight feet apart, 
and about the same distance in the rows. For 
training, the best way is to set posts and run two 
wires from post to post, to which the bearing canes 
should be tied. In the spring cut the canes back to 
about five feet, and also shorten the laterals to five 
or six buds, or they become so heavy with the weight 
of fruit as to break from the cate. The blackber- 
ry fills a vacancy between raspberries and peaches. 
Had picked over 400 berries from one plant. After 
bearing is over the canes may be untied from the 
wires and allowed to fall by their own weight. 
When fully ripe the fruit was good, but persons 
often picked it before ripe. 

Charles Hooker, of Rochester, said his plants 
were frozen back last winter; only the tops, howev- 
er, were injured. It was difficult to tell when the 
fruit was ripe, as it was quite sour long after it 
turned black. 

Mr. Hoag said the fruit should hang for several 
days after turning black. Picked several quarts of 
fine fruit bast week. 

Mr. Barry thought that from its tenderness it was 
as little calculated for shipment as the raspberry. 
The High Bush or Dorchester was of better flavor, 
firmer, and nearly or quite as large and productive. 
This at least was the character of the fruits as proved 
on their grounds. 

C. P. Bissell stated that several persons in his 
neighborhood had abandoned the Dorchester on ac- 
count of its unproductiveness. Mr. Downing being 
called upon to give the convention the benefit of his 
experience with this fruit, stated that the New Ro- 
chelle or Iawton was the largest and bore the best 
crops; the Dorchester was sweeter and of better fla- 
vor, but n\>t so productive, and the Newman black- 
berry was sweeter than either, but not very produc- 
tive.— Ohio Valley Farmer.
